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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distincdy claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distincdy claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In claim 1, line 9, reference to "said rod-shaped spring member" is confusing since multiple 
spring members have been defined. 

In claim 6, line 2, reference to "said holding bridge" is confusing since multiple bridges have 
been defined. 

CMm Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign countr)' or in public use or on sale in 
this countT)', more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chambers (US patent 
2,847,694). 
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The patent to Chambers discloses the invention as is claimed, including a wiper blade 
attached to a wiper arm (38) for swinging over a windshield (14). The blade has a blade rubber (10) 
touching the windshield and a rubber holder connecting the rubber to the wiper arm. The holder 
has a pluralit)^ of steel plate holding bridges (40) for holding the blade rubber via clasps (22). Rod 
shaped spring members (20) connect the bridge members at specified intervals. The rubber holder 
is elastically deformable in a direction perpendicular to the windshield (fig.S). Adjacent bridges have 
interfering portions or blocks (40A,40B) which define excessive deformation restriction means to 
restrict deformation to a particular range. Yoke (28) acts as a means for restricting distance 
between adjacent holding bridges. 

With respect to claim 6, the particular method in which the interfering portions are formed 
does not act to define over Chambers.
